The Turks have neglected, if not re- 
fused, to carry out the reforms guar- 
anteed under the Berlin Treaty. They 
have delayed the settlement of the 
Grecian boundary, have encouraged 
their co-religionists in the persecution 
of Christians; have failed to bring to 
justice men who perpetrated vile 
crimes' tinder the shadow ' of the Sul- 
tan's palace, and are now almost defy- 
ing the European powers to bring them 
to terms. What is to be done 1 How 
shall the recalcitrant, ungrateful and 
"unspeakable Turku" (as OarlYLE cabs 
them) bo brought to their knees ? These 
are questions the representatives of the 
powers have luet at Berlin to answer. 
They hnvo served tho Porte with a 
Note, tho terms of which tho Porco 
declares it will not accept, and the am- 
bassadors at Berlin are now deliberat- 
ing upon an ultimatum. Meanwhile, 
the Albanians havo moved an army 
corps to tho Turkish border. The 
Greeks are mobilizing their army and^ 
havo placed their fleet in readiness for 
action. Tho Roumanians have called 
in their soldiers absent on furlough, 
and Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Auatria, Italy and Russia appear to bo 
moving in accord towards a common 
object. Tho British government is 
understood to favor a coercive policy — 
a joint occupation of European Turkey 
and Constantinople and tho establish- 
ment pf a protectorate over the whole 
empire. This would be carrying out, 
to' some extent, Gladstone's "batr and 
baggage" policy, and would mean the 
gradual but certain extinction of 
Moslem power on the European conti- 
nent. Matters are threatening and 
stirring events are undoubtedly about 
to occur, for even were the Turk to 
promise, how could faith be reposed in 
his performance after so many failures? 
Ho has strained the Job like patience 
of Europe to its utmost and will have 
to go. 

SCHOOL ACT hX CONOR UITIES. 



The N. W. Herald misquotes our 
article on this subject. We did not 
charge the present government with 
responsibility for tho unsatisfactory 
condition of the Public School Act. 
They are answerable fur enough with- 
out that ; but we did venture to point 
out the incongruities that exist and to 
express the hope that they would be 
amended at the next session of the leg- 
islature. If the Elliott government 
introduced the Act of 187G, which legal- 
izes the scenes at Victoria nine clays 
ago, the incongruity is none tho less 
serious ou that account. It is not 
creditable, howevor, to the present gov- 
ernment that they should havo contin- 
ues h system .that had been found to 
work very badly, and which — as they 
came in to "reform" matters— it was 
thoir duty to amend instead of still 
further muddling tho Act. As to the 
laws of the Elliott administration we 
know of scarcely one that was disallow- 
ed at Ottawa, while the present govern- 
ment have experienced the keen morti- 
fication of having their principal finan- 
cial measures disallowed at the Federal 
capital, and -others declared unconsti- 
tutional by the local courts. 

A N THER "PARALLEL. 

While our contemporary is search- 
ing history for "parallels" we would 
refer him to a book of which Lie lias pro- 
bably heard something, but from which, 
judging by his past record, he has 
profited little. In that book he will 
find the story of a man and woman 
who were addicted to tho very bad 
habit of telling falsehoods. They filled, 
in fact, the same niche in Jerusalem 
society as that filled by the Standard 
in British Columbia journalism. They 
were, in fact, the boss falsifiers and 
libellers of their day, and an awful 
fate overtook them. Might not our 
contemporary profit by the r.olemn 
warning as conveyed by the dreadful 
punishment that overtook this unhappy 
couple? WATT fays "that while the 
lamp holds on to burn the vilest sinner 
may return." There is a chauce— a 
slim one — for the Standard; but its re- 
formation need be speedy and sincere. 

A LOCK- HP AT WELLINGTON. 

Will the government heed the ter- 
rible warning for Wellington and pro- 
vide a suitable lock up for that place? 
There are now, between North and 
South Wellington, a population of 750 
persons for whom police protection 
should bo afforded. The coroner's 
jury have found that no one was to 
blame for tho burning to death of a 
chained prisoner; but they have re- 
commended that a suitable lockup be 
provided to preclude the possibility of 
a recurrence of so terrible an event. 
Le,t us hope that the recommendation 
will not find its way into the waste- 
paper basket at James Bay.

KILLED B? SIS K0TS2R. 

How an Austrian "who aai :nado a 
Fortune in California "was 
Welcomed Homo. 



The Neue Freie Presse of Vienna re- 
lates the story of a crime which occur- 
red a few days ago in a Village near 
the Austrian capital. Some fifteen 
years ago a young Austrian left home 
"to seek his fortune in America. He 
left a large family of younger brothers 
and sisters to be reared by his mother, 
an energetic woman, who kept a small 
country liotel. Tho young man arrived 
in America almost penniless. Ho went 
West, and after fifteen years work in 
the mines ho was worth $30,000. As 
he did not know how to read or write, 
ho did not correspond with his family, 
and the latter belie red him dead. About 
two months ago ho determined to re- 
turn to his country and share his wealth 
with his family. He camo to New 
York and converted his gold into drafts 
upon tho chief banking houses of Vien- 
na. Some six weeks since he, sailed 
from this city, enjoying, in anticipa- 
tion, tho surprise bis arrival would 
causo his folk at home. Ho reached 
Vienna without accident, had his drafts 
cashed, and left at onco for bis native 
village. As was natural, after an ab- 
sence of fifteen years, which was spent 
in tho mines of California, no one re 
cognized him. He finally made him- 
self known, and spread before his two 
brothers the handsome roll of bills 
of which he was the owner, and which 
he announced he would share with 
them and their mother. The latter 
had now removed to a village about 
one hundred miles away,- wliero she 
kept an inn. After a couplo of days of 
revel with his brothers, tho traveller 
resolved to visit his mother incognito. 
It was arranged that lie should not re- 
veal his identity until his brothers 
should join him. 

The Austro- American made his ap- 
pearance at his mother's hotol. When 
he saw the old lady, he could scarcely 
forbear discovering himself to her. 
But he managed to conceal his relation- 
ship, of which, of course, tho woman 
was in total ignorance. The pair had 
various long talks during tho day. 
When night came, before resting, he 
called her to tho room that had been 
assigned to him, stating that he had nn 
important secret to communicate to 
her. Then he told her that ho had in 
his possession a largo sum of money, 
and begged her to tako charge of it, as 
he deemed it imprudent to keep it in 
his room, particularly as the latter 
could not be locked. Tho woman hesi- 
tated a moment, saying that she had no 
place in the house where the money 
would bq perfectly safe; but she finally 
consented to receive it. When the 
stranger counted over 300,000 florins 
in bank notes, a suui such as she had 
never dreamed of, sho again declined 
to assume the responsibility. 

But as he insisted, sho at last took 
the money and disappeared. What 
passed within the brain of that wretch- 
ed woman during that night is moro 
readily imagined than described. Upon 
reaching her bed room sho hid tho money 
under her mattress, But the tempta- 
tion to look at the enormous roll of 
bills was too strong for her, and sho 
spread them out on the table. The 
sight of the money so excited her that 
she became mad, and, jumping from 
her seat, she took a razor from her 
bureau drawer, and, stealing up to the 
room where her son was fast asleep, 
cut his throat from ear to ear, killing 
him almost instantly. Sho then put 
the razor in her son's hand so as to 
make it look as though ho had commit- 
ted suicide. Next morning her sons 
arrived and inquired for tho stranger. 
She sent them up to his room, saying 
that he had not yet como to breakfast. 

They found him dead, and yells of 
despair filled the house. The mother, 
like nil the other persons in the house, 
went up stairs, feigning to bo utterly 
ignorant of tho cause of the disturb- 
ance. She then learned that the mur- 
dered man was her son. The effect 
that the startling intelligence had upon 
her mind need not be told. 

"My son ?" she exclaimed. "Kill 
me, my children! It was I who mur- 
dered him !" 

The woman is now in the Vienna 
Lunatic Asylum, and no hope is 
entertained of her recovery. Her sur- 
viving sons, it is said, are despondent 
about the death of their brother.

Wandsworth, Putney and Hammer- 
smith bridges have now withdrawn 
their toll imposts at a cost of neatly 
,$1,000,000. 

A bailiff who had been serving eject- 
ments was shot and killed by ambushed 
assailants in the neighborhood of liulla, 
County Mayo, Ireland, yesterday. 

At Candon to-day tho election for a 
member of parliament resulted in the 
return of Allman (Liberal), who polled 
"216 votes; Payne (Conservative), 172. 
This is a Liberal gain. In the election 
at Dungannon Dickson (Liberal) re- 
ceived 132 votes, and Knox (Conserva- 
tive"), 128. The new member is a son 
of the member unseated. 

In the House of Lords to-day the 
Bill legalizing marriage with a deceas- 
ed wife's sister was rejected by 101 to 
90. 

The prelates who supported the Bur- 
ials Bill were tho Archbishops o£ Can- 
terbury and York, and the Bishops of 
Carlisle (who voted against a similar 
bill in 1877), Exeter, Llandnff, Lon- 
don, Manchester, Oxford, St. Asaph, 
and St. David's. The prelates who op- 
posed it were the Bishops of Bath and 
Wells, Chichester, Ely, Gloucester and 
Bristol (who supported it in 1S77), Lin- 
coln, and St. Albans, Tho Bishop of 
Winchester, although present in the 
House at the time of the division, took 
no part in it. The Bishops of Chester, 
Norwich, Ripon and Worcester were 
absent. In tho minority were also 
four Liberal pcers-^-tho Earl of St. 



Germains, Lord Aveland, Lord Lyve- 
den, and Lord Poltimore. Tho Con- 
servative peers who voted in tho ma- 
jority in favor of tho measure were tho 
Marquis of Bristol (who with Lord 
Derby voted against it in 1877), Earl 
Cawdor, the Earl of Devon, 
tho Earl of Jersey, tho Earl of 
Portarlington, tho Earl of Rosse, the 
Earl of Galloway, Viscount Hereford, 
Lord Cloncurry, Lord Delamore, Lord 
Dudley, Lord Balfour of Burley, Lord 
Oranmoro and Browne, the Earl of 
Morton, Lord Cottesloe, Lord Heytes- 
bury, Lord Inchiquin, Lord Raleigh 
and Lord Tollemacho. Tho amend- 
ment — that of Earl Harrowby, a Con- 
servative peer — in 1877, to the Burials 
Bill of the late Government, which was 
carried by 127 to 12V, declared that 
when those having tho chargo of the 
funeral of a person possessing the right 
of interment in any parish signified 
their desire that such person should be 
buried without tho burial service of 
the Church of. England, the relatives 
should bo at liborty to inter the de- 
ceased with such Christian and orderly 
religions services as thoy might think 
lit. The bill was lost as a whole.

Hayward & Jcnkinson vs. Alfred Hapor. 
The hearing of this caso, which was an 
action to recover f 171. 25, amount of a pro- 
missory note and interest, had been by 
consent of the attornoys for the parties 
set for 2 p.m. and a jury had been sum- 
moned for that hour and being; in attend- 
ance, plaintiffs' counsel applied for an ad- 
journment for a quarter of an hour stat- 
ing that he did so at the request of tho 
defendant's counsol, the defondatit being 
desirous of settling the demand. Tho 
Court consequently was adjourned for 
that time and on its re-assembling the 
registrar informed tho Court that during 
the recess the defendant had confessed 
judgment. 

Mr. Tlieo. Davie, who appeared for tho 
plaintiff, said that the confession would 
not bo received as it was his intention to 
move for the committal of tho defendant 
in caso judgment was given against him. 
He (Mr. Davie) stated that at tho request 
of Mr. Pollard, tho defendant's attorney, 
ho had obtained the adjournment and 
that during the recess the plaintiff, Mr. Hay- 
ward, and himself had retired to Mr. Pol- 
lard's oftico whore negotiations for settle- 
ment based upon an offer of cash pay- 
ment of debt and cost had boon 
made; that Mr. Paper had left the 
office stating that he wanted to ob- 
tain tho cash from a merchant on Gov- 
ernment street and would return in a few 
minutes, but that instead of doing this 
ho had endeavored to steal a march on 
tho plaintiff by going to tho County Court 
and entering a confession, so that the 
cause might bo struck out during the ab- 
sence of Mr. Hayward and himself at

OHLOSOFO&MKD, ABDUCTED AND 
SET ADRIFT. . 

Taken to China, Drought to Victoria, 
B.C., and Now at San Francisco. 

I The Baltimore >S'idi of late cla'te relates 
a remarkable story of tho kidnapping of 
ono W. H. O. Pillniit'e, sexton of 'Mount 
Vernon Methodist Church, in October 
last, and his subsequent adventures. 
When Billmire disappeared he- left bo- 
hind him a wife, and last month that lady 
received a letter from her husband, whom 
oho had come to regard as dead. The 
Sun says: "It will be remembered that 
on tho nijjht of his disappearance Mr. 
Billmire left his homo, in northwest Bal- 
timore, to attend a meeting of the Knights 
of Honor on Camden street. While the 
Lodge was in session a telegraph boy 
handed him a letter, and after reading it 
he stated that his brother had boon in- 
jured on tho Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
at Locust Point, and that a carriage was 
in waiting atBamum's Hotel to take him 
there. After writing a few hnc3 to his 
wife, informing her of this, he loft the 
lodge-room and was not seen again. It 
was known that ho had in his possession, 
when ho left home, upwards of £000, 
which he had collected for Mount Vernon 
Church, and his friends insisted that he 
had been abducted and probably murder- 
ed on that account. In his letter, which 
is dated Juno Oth, ho states that after re- 
ceiving tho dispatcli as to his brother he 
went to the corner of Fayette and Cal- 
vort streets and found a carriage in wait- 
ing for him, in which were two men. 
' They started for Locust Point, and after 
passing Federal Hill, one of the men 
struck him on the head with a heavy in- 
strument, and placed a handkerchief 
saturated with chloroform over his face. 
He remembered nothing more until ho 
found himself in tho cabin of a schooner, 
and discovered that his pocket-book, 
which contained nearly $G00 and watch 
were both gone. A large man then came 
into the room, and in answer to ques- 
tions, told Mr. Billmire that he had been 
put thero by his friends, who said that ho 

t killed a man in a fight. For soveral days 
ho was fed on nothing but soup and hard 
crackers, and at last was seized with brain 
ffover. He knew no more until long after 
he was picked up by Captain Weeks, of 
tho ship Antioch, bound for Hongkong, 
on November 13, 1870. The captain hud 
sighted a little boat with some one in it, 
and bearing down on it found Mr. Bill- 
mire in it, raving with brain fever. The 
ship arrived at Hongkong on January 10, 
1880, discharged cargo and sailed for Vic- 
toria, British Columbia, whore it arrived 
on Juno 4th last. The captain gave him 
somo clothes and $25, and ho started for 
San Francisco, arriving there on June 
8th. Tho letter, which is very lengthy, 
onded by saying that ho cannot get work 
and has no money, but that some way 
may open up so that ho can get home

Mr. Pollard's office, but that ho (Mr. 
Davie) had left Mr. Pollard's ofiico and 
returned to tho Court before the defend- 
ant's design had boon accomplished. Such 
conduct was an abuse of tho process of 
the Court. 

Tho jury was empanelled consisting of 
Messrs. R. Plummor (foreman), Geissol- 
man, A. N. Nicholson, Thos. Stylos and 
W. Boss. Mr. Davio, in opening the caso 
for tho plaintiffs, stated that tho promis- 
sory note sued for had been obtained by 
plaintiffs from 0110 M. L. Smith, but pay- 
ment had been refused by tho defendant, 
who denied that tho note had been signed 
by him. Smith having left tho country 
the plaintiffs concluded that they had 
been defrauded by him and so took no 
proceedings against the present defendant 
until recently, when they ascertain- 
ed that about the same time as the note 
now in question matured another note 
purporting to bo signed by tho defendant 
and held by Mr. Bravenuan had also been 
disowned by defendant, but subsequently 
paid upon suit been threatened. The 
hearing of this case had originally been 
set for Thursday, but had been adjourned 
by tho consent of Mr. Bollard and himself, 
it being stated by the former that that 
the sole question to be decided was 
whether the signature to the note was tho 
defendant's. That on the case being called 
on the occurrence stated by Mr. Davie to 
the judge had taken place. Evidence 
would be given proving most conlusively 
that tho signature to tho note was the 
defendant's signature. 

Chas. Hayward deposed that tho plain- 
j tiffs in 1877 received from ono M. L. 
Smith the note in question for which lie, 
as ono of tho firm, gave value, partly in 
cash and partly in settlement of accounts. 
Tho note was not paid at maturity and 
had not been paid since. It had original- 
ly been placed in tho Bank of British 
North America for collection, and when 
witness was notified that it had not beon 
met he sent it to the Government Agent 
at Nanaimo for collection from tho de- 
fendant. In reply ho received a letter 
from tho agent stating that tho defendant 
denied having over made tho note and that 
tho signature attached to it and purport- 
ing to bo his was a forgery. Tho letter 
also stated that, tho defendant bolieved 
tho plaintiffs had beon "badly swindled" 
and that the defendant bore a good char- 
acter and was doing a respectablo busi- 
ness at Nanaimo. From tho nature of 
this information witness camo to tho con- 
clusion that ho really had boon swindled 
and took tho advice of the then police 
magistrate as to pursuing tho endorser, 
M. L. Smith, who had by this tiino left 
for Eastern Canada. Being advised not 
to do so witness laid the note on ono sido 
intending to regard it as a dead loss. 

Mr. McCreight here entered the court 
room and stated that ho had been asked 
by Mr. Pollard, counsol for the defen- 
dant, to appear in the case. 
. Mr. Davie said he would like to inform 
Mr. McCroight what had taken place be- 
fore these proceedings commenced and 
having done so, 

Mr. McUreight asked the Court to ad- 
journ for 10 minutes to afford him an op- 
portunity of speaking to Mr. Pollard as 
he (Mr McC.) was not aware of tho course 
pursued by the defendant. 

The court having again adjourned it 
was shortly announced that Mr. Mc- 
Croight would not appear. 

Witness having resumed tho stand stat- 
ed that he had recently' compared the 
signature to the note with tho defen- 
dant's signatures to letters (produced) 
and lie entertained no doubt that defen- 
dant made tho note. Ho had traced an 
exact similarity in the formation of many 
letters, but he further observed that since 
the date of the note tho defondant had 
altered the style of making the capital 
letter in his christian namo Alfred, the 
change being from a largo round text "u" 
to a proper capital A. Several of the 
letters in tho defendant's confession cor- 
responded also with the letters in tho sig- 
nature on the note (confession produced.) 

The foreman of tho jury here asked his 
honor if, after having examined the con- 
fession of tho defendant, it was necessary 
to go any further into the case. 

His honor said ho certainly did not .see 
tho necessity of it. 

The clerk of tho court here took the 
stand and briefly testified that he saw tho 
defendant sign the confession an hour or 
so ago. 

Tho foreman said tho jury wcro unani- 
mously of opinion that the signature to 
the note was that of tho defendant and 
that tho amount claimed was due the 
plaintiffs. 

His honor then gave judgment for the 
plaintiffs with costs. 

Mr. Davio applied for the committal of 
the defendant, under Sec. 101 of the 
County Court Act 9 and 10 Vic. , Chap. 95. 

His honor said that ho did not like to 
commit any man in his absence and would 
therefore adjourn the court until- 12 
o'clock to-morrow to afford the defendant 
an opportunity to appear.

Municipal Folico Court.

Friday, July 0. 

Andrew, an Indian boy, . charged with 
stealing a clock, tho property of a China- 
man living on Store street, was convicted 
and sentenced to two months' imprison- 
ment with hard labor within the precincts 
of the gaol. 

Charloy, an Hydah Indian, arrested on 
snspicion of boing concerned in tho above 
offonco was discharged. 

Louis, an Indian, charged with assault- 
ing.a native of tho West coast of thelsland. 
pleaded guilty and was fined §10, in de- 
fault of payment a month's imprisonment. 

Honry Cowan, a blue-jacket, charged 
with drawing a pistol and attempting to 
shoot Fred. Parks and with using threat- 
ening language to spocial officer Black. 

Special officer Black deposed that on 
Thursday night ho was on duty on Doug- 
las street and on hearing a disturbance in 
the St. Charles Music Hall went in and 
saw two young mon about to leave tho 
hall and tho prisoner, a blue-jacket bo- 
longing to H. M. S. Triumph, iutorforing 
with thorn and attempting to dotain ono 
of them. Tho prisoner followod thorn out 
to tho sidowalk and as thoy wore going 
away pulled a revolver from his pocket, 
cockod it and pointed it in thoir direction. 
The witness seizod tho revolver and pro- 
vented the prisoner from firing, tho trig- 
ger as it wont down catching witnoss' 
thumb and cutting it. Witnoss called for 
assistance and officers Kirkup, O'Connor 
and Hough camo up and took the pris- 
onor into custody. On searching tho pris- 
oner he was found to have a numbor of 
cartridges in his possession. Ho, how- 
ever, had passod tho rovolvor to another 
blue-jacket who came to his assistance 
when seizod by the witnoss. 

Tho caso was bore adjourned until Mon- 
day for tho production of a necessary wit- 
ness on board tho flagship. 

Arrival from Hongkong. 

The British iron bark Strathallon, 1100 
tons, Capt. Anderson, 51 days from Kong- 
kong, arrived last night in Royal Roads, 
being brought to an anchorage by Capt. 
Thompson of the Victoria pilots. She 
brings -100 Chinamen — 300 for Victoria 
and 100 for Portland— and 1000 tons of 
freight, mostly for Victoria. Ono passon- 
ger, an old man, died on the voyage, and 
is coopered up on board to bo sont back 
to China. Tho bark will be brought into 
the harbor this afternoon. 

Tho Now Judgos. 

Nothing has been heard for somo weeks 
respecting tho two extra judges for whom 
provision was made by the Ottawa parlia- 
ment at its last session. It is intimated 
that thero is a difficulty in tho way of tho 
appointments which may delay tho putting 
of the law in operation for some time. 



Nanaimo. — The public interest is cen- 
tred in the recent burning to death caso 
at Wellington. Tho verdict of the cor- 
oner's jury lias been already published 
horo. Tho Free Press expresses tho gen- 
eral feeling when it asks for tho construc- 
tion of a lockup at Wellington. It is fair 
to presume that in all human probability 
if a proper jail or lockup oxisted at Wel- 
lington this unfortunate catastropho 
would not have happened. The general 
impression is that the deceased fired the 
building himself, some claiming that it 
was accidental on ids part, while others 
incline to tho opinion that he did it pur- 
posely, thinking that in the confusion he 
would escape from custody. . . :Mrs. M. A. 
Morgan, daughter • of Mr. and Mr3. 
Bevilock.away of Nanaimo, died recently 
at San Francisco. . . .Bark Enoch Talbot 
has arrived at Departure Bay and ship 
Ericcso'n is expected at the same port.

THE JESVJT D120REES. 

Llvaly Times in Franco, "Whoa tao 
; Police Dogin to Esooiito Thorn. 

Pahis, Juno 30. — The Je^jit chap- 
els were thronged on Tuesday in the 
provinces. At Lillo fivo hundred per- 
sons, headed 'by the chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce, waited on the 
Jesuits to express sympathy with them. 
Tho last bf a series of meetings was 
held in the Paris Cirquo d'Hiver to 
protest against the anti-Jesuit decrees. 
A considerable crowd assembled out- 
side tho building. Blows were exchang- 
ed betwoed the mob outside and those 
issuing from the hall. The mob hoot- 
ed a number of priests who had been at 
the meeting. 

Tho police arrived at the Jesuit es- 
tablishment on tho Rue do Sevres at & 
o'clock this morning. They were im- 
mediately admitted. Shortly aftor a 
crowd of 200 persons, composed largoly 
of students and women, collected. There 
was somo shouting for and against the 
decrees. The police partly cleared tho 
street and refused to admit Baudry 
d'Asson to tho building. Tho Pre- 
fect of Police having arrived, the build- 
ing was formally declared closed. The 
Jesuits, accompanied by several Depu- 
ties and Senators of the Right, depart- 
ed amid great excitement, caused by 
the demonstrations of their sympathiz- 
ers and counter demonstrations. Thero 
were indignant cries against tho Prefect 
of Police; tho Marquis of Lioncourt and 
the chief editor of the Union, a Legiti- 
mist journal, were arrested. Some of 
the Fathers locked themselves in the 
cells, which had to bo broken open. 
The last left at 8:30 o'clock. The po- 
lice then cleared tho street, and they 
remained on guard there. 

At Vala the door of the establish- 
ment had to be forced and the Jesuits 
conducted by soldiers, a battalion of 
of whom wero present under arms. At 
Lional and Lillo the polico were not 
resisted. The Jesuits were led out by 
the police. Tho crowd numbered sev- 
eral thousands. Thero wero upwards 
of one thousand police. It is said that 
the Count tie Mun was amongst those 
arrested for shouting "Down with tho 
Republic.'' 

Throughout the province to-day the 
Jesuits quitted their establishments un- 
der protest, declaring they yielded to 
complusion. At Avignon and Mar- 
seilles thoir sympathizers wero some- 
what disorderly. At Lyons and Angers 
the Jesuits have constituted themseleves 
as civil societies, and the question thus 
raised will bo decided by the courts on 
the 2nd of July. 

M. Constans, minister of the interior 
and worship, lias received a letter 
threatening him with assassination, in 
the name of tho Sacred Heart. 

Several J e.suit establishments nretak- 
ing legal proceedings against the com- 
missaries of polico for violating tho 
domicile and infringing personal liberty. 
A semi-official note has been sen' to 
the Journal, which, after announcing 
that tho execution of the decrees had 
not led to disturbance in any part of 
France, says that effect had only to be 
given to day to the decrees affecting tho 
Jesuits. As to other congregations tho 
decree affecting them only constitutes a 
summons to placo their position on a 
legal footing. Tlie-material means for 
carrying out the decrees would have 
been wanting if the government had 
undertaken to act against nil tho con- 
gregations simultaneously. The clos- 
ing, of the Jesuit chapel in Rue Sevres, 
with the sacrament left inside, is re- 
garded as a great desecration by the 
Catholics. The persons arrested in tho 
street, including an ex-prefect, a writer 
on the Journal La Justice, and some 
students, were all released aftor exam- 
ination.

MARRIED MISERY. 

Ono of tho "Worst Cases Knovm in the 
Dublin Oourt3. 

[Dublin Correspondent of tho New York Timo.J 

Tho bells of St, Peter's Church, in 
Dublin, rang out a joyous peal on a 
bright May morning eight years ago on 
which Miss Caroline Throp, the daugh- 
ter of a solicitor, was led to the altar 
by George Beacon, who there vowed to 
love and cherish her all the days of her 
life. The brido of eight years ago, for 
whom tho marriage bells then made 
sweet music, appeared in the witness 
chair in tho Matrimonial Court recent- 
iy and told tho story of her married 
life. She is now a broken-hearted 
looking woman, with three children, 
who camo to ask tho Judge in the name 
of humanity to undo the marriage that 
was celebrated in St. Peter's Church. 
Tho poor woman in tho midst of tears 
and sobs related her piteous history to 
this effect: Soon after Georgo Bacon 
became hor husband he took to drink 
and commenced a career of neglect and 
cruelty which he consistently adopted 
toward her in various parts of tho 
world. 

Upon the death of her mother she 
bocame entitled to a sum of iMOO. 
With tho husband, tho wifo and family 
proceeded to Quebec. On tho voyage 
out George, having much leisure on his 
hands, devoted it • chiefly to worrying 
his wife, according to custom. One 
day ho stole her purse containing somo 
money, which he expended in whiskey 
and gambling. Ho had a four days' 
spree; ho was drunk all tho time, and 
got into delirium tremens, in which 
state ho landed nt Quebec, where, ow- 
ing to his incapacity to do anything but 
stagger about and swear, the luggage 
of the family was lost. . From Quebec 
thoy wont to San Francisco, where, if 
possible, his treatment of his wife was 
worse than what it had been in Dublin 
or Quobec. It wasn't George's fault 
that he wasn't the murderer of his wifo 
and child in San Francisco. When drunk, 
one day, ho let fly at her from a ro-- 
volver, and barely missed sending»a 
bullet into her head; ho discharged an- 
other barrel atone of his children, but 
missed his aim. Ho drank straight 
on until delirium came, as usual. 

Ho next resolved to remove the 
family to London, England, and took 
ship accordingly. During the voyage 
across ho kept up a high state of delir- 
ium, and in one of his fits of frenzy it 
seems to have struck him that a prac- 
tical way of ending tho matrimonial 
trouble would bo to throw his wife 
overboard. He pulled her from her 
berth by the hair; the passengers in- 
terfered and took hnr away; but 
George swore He'd do it yet before the 
end of the voyage. In London he ob- 
tained a situation and gave her but 3s. 
a week, sometimes only lSd, for tho 
support of herself and three children. 
Thoy lived in a dark collar; she was 
half-naked, for he pawned all her 
clothes and every portablo article to 
get money for drink. All this timo he 
didn't forget to ill-use her. He usually 
beat her with a poker, until he pawned 
it. In September of last year ho 
dragged her out of bed by the. hair and 
kicked her brutally. At last she sum- 
moned him beforo the Police Magis- 
trate for his violence, and lie was sent 
for twelve months to Clerkenwell 
Prison, where he is at present. Tho 
wife instituted a suit in tho Dublin 
Matrimonial Court for a judicial sepa- 
ration from this brute. When the 
judge heard this tale of eight years' 
suffering he gave a decree of separa- 
tion, observing that it was about tho 
worst case of married misery that ever 
came before him.

Large Amounts Lost and "Won on the 
English Turf. 

(from tliu Boston Herald.) 

The amount of money which changes 
hands in connection with tho English 
turf has increased enormously of late 
years, a circumstance duo in part to the 
great increase in the number of races. 
From February to November, inclusive, 
1S79, thero were held 271 race meet- 
ings, the number of stakes raced for was 
2,920, and the meetings occupied in all 
478 days of racing. The value of the 
stakes raced for in 1879,- including tho 
cups, etc., was nearly $2,000,000. 
Sixteen noblemen nnd gentlemen net- 
ted over 8830,000. Tho race which 
brought the most money to tho winner, 
was the Derby, $35,000. It may be 
observed that, while tho turf had no 
more sedulous supporter than the late 
Earl of that ilk, whose pastimes wero 
his race-horses and his Homer, ho nover 
was destined to win the stakes of his 
name, which was founded by his grand- 
father. Ono year his horse, "Toxophi- 
lite," was the favorite, and there was a 
general hope that tho "Rupert of de- 
bate" would bo tho winner, but it was 
not to be, and a like disappointment 
attended tho stablo of his political 
henchman, Lord George Bontimk. L rl 
Falmouth is by far the most successful 
racing man of these or, probably, of any 
times, winning as he has done, in five 
years, over $000,000 in legitimate rac- 
ing without betting. Probably the 
lato Sir Joseph Hawley comes nearest 
to him in point of success. The same 
horse has more than once won the Two 
Thousand Guineas stakes, the Derby, 
and the St. Ledger, and last year these 
three represented an aggregate of al- 
most §100,000. The nominal fee of a 
jockey on the English turf is five 
guineas for a winning horso and three 
guineas for a non-winner, but leading 
jockoys now receive incomes of many 
thousand dollars a year, partly no 
doubt to neutralize the temptations to 
be bribed which beset theiu. They 
have to bo licensed. Tho Jockey Club 
which rules the English turf, has its 
headqunrters at Newmarket, which, 
even in the days of James I, was a 
sporting centre. The Jockey Club is a 
wealthy and very aristocratic associ- 
ation, deriving a portion of its revenue 
from various dues from which it is'en- 
titled at Newmarket, whore there are 
thirty -ono separate race courses. L:vst 
year, 236 races were run there. Race 
meetings are variously organized. The 
The Epsom course has been of late 
years- leased by the Epsom Grand 
Stand Company from the owner, the 
profits being derived from the charge 
made for every inch of ground. Ascot 
is, in some degree, under the control of 
the master of buckhounds, an ollicer of 
the Court who always rides in costume 
ahead of the royal cortege as it come in 
state to the course. Goodwood is en- 
tirely the property of the Duke of 
Richmond, whose ancestors bought it 
about two hundred and tifty years ago.

A BYLAW 

FOR RAISING A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON REAL 
AND PERSONAL. PROPERTY IN THE YEAR 
1880. 

1. Bo it enacted by tlio Mayor nncl 
Council of tho Corporation of tlio City of 
Victoria as follows:— 

2. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in the year 1880 upon all real and 
personal property montioned in tho as- 
sessment roll in forco in tho City an equal 
rate of eight-tonths of one per cent, on 
tho assessed valuo thoreof as appears by 
tho said roll. 

Tho aforesaid-taxes shall bo duo and 
payable by tho person or porsons liable 
for tho samo to tho Collector for tho Mu- 
nisipal Council at his oftico in tho City 
Council • Chambers, Victoria, on tho fif- 
toonth day of July, in the year 1880. 

4. Tho Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879, 
so far as tho samo rolales to tlio imposi- 
tion of a lax -or rate of oight-tenths of ono 
por cent, in tho year 1880 upon tho as- 
sessed valuo of tho real and personal pro- 
perty mentionod in tho assessment roll 
for tho time being in forco is heroby re- 
pealod providing always that all paymonts 
of tho said rate for tho year 1880 already 
ma'do by any person or porsons shall bo 
dealt with in tho same manner and bo as 
valid in all respocts as if tho samo had 
been made after tho passing ot this By- 
law and under tho provisions thoreof. 

5. Tho speq^al rato imposed by tho 
Water Works Debctituro and Revenue 
Bylaw^ 1877, and by tho Bylaw to author- 
ize tho raising of twenty thousand dol- 
lars, 1878, shall continuo to bo raised, 
levied and collected in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposod under this Bylaw 
and shall bo applied to tho purposes speci- 
fied in the said Bylaws respectively. 

6. Tho annual tax authorized to bo as- 
sessed, levied and collected by thoVictoria 
Road Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
tho Victoria Road Tax Amendment By- 
law, 1877, shall continuo to bo assossed, 
levied and collected in addition to the 
rates and taxos imposed by this Bylaw 
and shall form part of the general Muni- 
cipal Revenue. 

7. Clause 10 "Tho Victoria Rovonuo 
Bylaw,1879," is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word "three" immediately 
before the word "calendar" in tho last 
line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof 
the word "one." 

8. Schcdulo A of " Tho Victoria Reve- 
nue Bylaw, 1879," is hereby amended by 
insorting therein after tho words "Every 
proprietor or manager of any theatre with- 
in tlio City limits lor a singlo entertain- 
ment §5" tho following words " and for a 
week $15," and by insorting therein after 
the words "and for tho minor exhibitions 
for single entertainments S2 50 " tho fol- 
lowing words "and for a week §7 50." 
And by striking out tho figures §10 after 
tho words " overy commercial traveller " 
and inserting in lieu thoreof tho figures 
$20. 

■ 9. Tho Victoria Rovenue Bylaw, 1879, 
as amended by tho Victoria Amendment 
Revenue Bylaw, 1879, and by this Bylaw 
shall continue in force and all licenses 
and taxes imposed thereby shall continuo 
to be collected thereunder. 

10. This Bylaw may be cited as tho Re- 
venuo Bylaw, 1880.
